Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claim 1, the prior art of record does not teach nor suggest, in the claimed 
combination, an electromagnet for use in a brake with a polymer impregnated powder 
metal core with the claimed Young's modulus of elasticity between 6.8 to 29.5 million 
psi, and an injection molded material with a donor material having an elasticity greater 
than 2 million psi, attached to the powder metal core. 

Claim 3, the prior art of record does not teach nor suggest, in the claimed 
combination, an electromagnet for use in a brake with a polymer impregnated powder 
metal core with the claimed Young's modulus of elasticity between 6.8 to 29.5 million 
psi, and an injection molded material of the claimed composition with a donor material 
having an elasticity greater than 2 million psi, attached to the powder metal core. 

Claims 9 and 14, the prior art of record does not teach nor suggest, in the 
claimed combination, an electromagnet for use in a brake with a powder metal housing 
and core, a bobbin, a coil and a friction material of the claimed composition.
